Soviet Jews Without Matzot

For the second time since the 
Revolution. the Seviet authorities have 
restricted the allocation of the special 
flour needed for the baking of matzot 
in a number of cities. AS a result of 
this restrictive measure more than 
half a million Jews in the Soviet 
Union. will, it ts feared, be without 
matzot during the coming Pesach. 

Last year a similar ban was applied 
to a number of small communities. 
But this year the restrictions are on 
a wider scale. Only in Moscow: and 
Leningrad. which are centres for 
foreign visitors, has permission been 
granted without much difficulty. It 
is also reported that no obstacles 
have been placed in the way of bak- 


ing matzot in Georgia. where the 


Jewish community has all along been 
treated more leniently and. enjoyed 
a much larger: amount. of religious 
freedom than has become the practice 
lately in other dreas in Russia, 


According to reports, the major 
cities in which applications for the 
baking of matzot, made weeks in 
advance by the local Jewish commu- 
nities, have been refused are Kiev, 
the capital of the Ukraine, Odessa, 
Kharkov, Saratov, Kuibishev, Grodno, 
and Lvov. 

Kiev and Odessa, estimated to have 
Jewish populations of moré than 
20.000 each, met with some difficul- 
ties in obtaining permits for matzot 
baking last year. But these were 
quickly overcome: after an appeal by 
the local rabbis to the Ministry for 
Cults or Religion. This year, however, 
an appeal to the same authorities 
is reported to have been of no 
avail. 

Both cities have a high percenta 
of, Orthodox Jews, especially of the 
older generation, and this year's 
restrictions have come as a severe 
blow. For tens of thousands of them 
it will mean they will have to live on 
potatoes and other vegetables but 
without matzot,

RAYERS were composed long 
before the establishment of 
the Tabernacle and the insti- 

tution of its ritual. The rabbis 
maintained that the patriarchs had 
devised three types of prayer. 


Abraham was the originator of 
the morning service, which js the 
prayer of praise and gratitude. 
Isaac composed the prayer of 
meditation at eventide, the purpose 
of which jis to inspire wonderment 
and to induce contemplation. Jacob 
prayed when the sun was set, and 
gave us the prototype of petitional 
prayer. 

What need was there for a 
Tabernacle in the desert with all its 
elaborate ritual as described in the 
two Sidrot which conclude the Book 
of Exodus? Could not men pray 
as individuals even as the patri- 
archs did when they gave expres- 
sion to a particular mood? Does 
not institutional worship confined 
within the precincts of a set build- 
ing tend to mar the spontaneity of 
prayer and to deprive it of its indi- 
viduality ? In answer to this argu- 
ment, modern apologists defend 
institutional worship on the grounds 
that unless the individual had the 
incentive of public worship the dis- 
tractions of modern life would be 
too overpowering and inspiration to 
pray would be a rare experience. 
In the desert, however, there were 
no counter-attractions.. Why was 
the Tabernacle established ?

Chief Rabbi Calls for Offensive 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A clarion call to the forces of 
Evropean Orthodoxy to unite and go 


over to the offensive against thei 
common “cneme”—“the. wrong 
religious ideologies” withm Jewry, 
and the “spirt of secularisation 
which has taken possession of our 
communities -—was given by the 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Isracl Brodie, at 


the second three-day conference of 
Furopean Orthodox Rabbis, which 
opened on Tuesday morning in Wesl- 
chff-on-Sea. 

“Zionism is no substitute for reli- 
gion, the Chief Rabbi told the 35 
rapdbus from Britain. Ircland. and six 
othe! European countries on his sicde 
of the Iron Curtain. 

As at the first conference, held in 
Amsterdam more than two years ago, 
all the Chief Rabbis of the East 
European countrics had been mvited 
to attend: but once again none of 
them was able to journcy westwards 
and appeared at the Westward 
Ho! Hotel.” where the deliberations 
place 

Only one. the Chief Rabbi of 
Rumania. Rabin Moshe Rosen. sent a 
message of greetings. He cabled; “I 
wish seccess to the conferefice of

rabbis dedicated to the glory of our 


holy Torah and to the interest of 
world peace.” The message was in 
Hebrew 

The Chief Rabbi of Prague 
informed the organisers, much in 


advance, by a cable in Hebrew, that 
he was very ill: and the Chief 
Rabbis in Sofia, Budapest, and Bratis- 
lava stated that they could not attend. 
All wrahed the conference well 
There wat not a word from the Chief 
Rabb; of Moscow, however 
Referring in his opening speech to 


the absence of the rabbis from the 
Fast European communities, Dr. 
Brodie. the convener of the corn 


ference, said: “ We are all very sorry 
and broken-hearted that there are no 
represeniatives trom communities 
on the other side of the so-called

He also mentioned another group 
of absent rabbis--those who {hike 


Dr. S. Schonfeld) had participated in 
the first conference but had clected 
to stay away from the present one for 
fear that the Amsterdam decison to 
st up a permanent Federation of 
European Orthodox Rabbis might be 
implemented 

Dr. Brodie pointed out that these 
rabbis were if sympathy with the 
aims of the conference. “I hope 
that as a résuht of our deliberations 
they will see the need for all Ortho- 
dox forces throughout Europe, which 
ave dedicated to the teachings of 
revealed Torah, to work together.” 

Defining the movements which 
threatened the integrity of Jewish hfe, 
Dr. Brodie said: “Our enemics are 
not only those who have got a wrong 
religious ideology: our encmies also 
consist of people in our own com- 
munities who are moved by secular 
considerations and regard religion as 
irrelevant to life, and who, at the 
most, grant to religion the place of 
no more than just one of the many 
ancillaries and facets of Jewish com- 
munal activity.” 

Dr. Brodie also gave what he him- 
self called “an emphatic warning ~ 
directed at the United Synagogue of 
America. “This body.” he said, 
“which represents 
clements in the United States and 
Canada is now making an attempt to 
spread its wings and to have a work 
Organisavion. 

“ As far as Jewish communities im 


Europe are concerned which rally 
under the flag of the Torah there 
could be no association with this 


movement, and we shall discourage 
amd resist these. efforts by the Con- 
servatives of America to infiltrate 
into Europe, even if they may speak 
io us in terms of traditional Judaism,” 
he stated, 

lhe conference was due to end 
yesterday. [A report of the final 
sessions will be published next week.]

Some kosher butchers were “ driv- 
ing people away from kashrut,” said 
M.. Percy Cohen, speaking at an 
A.J.A, brains trust at Canning Town 
Synagogue, E., on Sunday. 

Mr. Cohen was answering a ques- 
tion, “ Does being kosher mean being 
dearer, and if so, why?” He said: 
“There is a feeling that butchers 
have been very naughty over the 
years. I am prepared to say. that 
they have driven from their shops 
people who would normally have 
bought kosher meat.” 

Also on the panel were Mr. Harold 
Sebag-Montefiore. Mr. M. H. Jack- 
son-Lipkin, and Mr. W. G. Ofstein. 
[he question-master was Mr. M. W. 
Domb. 

Mr. Sebag-Montefiore commented 
that there was no doubt that if one 
went to a Jewish dinner it cost more, 
because of the necessary supervision 
of kashrut. 

Any special service must cost more, 
said Mr. Jackson-Lipkin. 

Mr. Ofstein spoke of the need for 
the. simplification of some of the 
Jewish laws in this field and said he 
was hoping that one day there would 
be a rabbinical conference which 
would produce an intelligent 
approach to some of the practises of 
Judaism. 

The panel were unanimous in 
answering a question about whether 
a British Jew should “ wave first the 
Union Jack, and second the Magen 
David.” They thought that there 


need be no division of loyalty at all. 


The Magen David was a symbol of 
Judaism and not of nationality.

They deliberately mislead 
the public to believe that this is a 
real Beth Din and that their actions 
are according to the laws of the 
Torah and the religion of Israel. 

“ In fact, they directly undermine all 
the foundations of the Halacha, and 
take no notice of the principles of 
the Shulchan Aruch, particularly in 
matters of marriage and divorce.

All their actions are in 
sharp contradiction to the laws and 
principles of the Torah, causing havoc 
in the personal and family life of 
our brethren in the Diaspora.

“IGNORANCE IS DEADLY” 
Women Zionists Discuss Education

Problems of education played a 
major role in the 37th annual con- 
ference of the Federation of Women 
Zionists, held this week at the Empire 
Rooms, Tottenham Court Road, W.1, 
though the importance of fund-rars- 
ing and increased membership were 
not under-rated.

MORE YESHIVOT 
NEEDED 


Education System 
Criticised

Only those teachers who had 
studied at yeshivot could make a 
success of Jewish education, said 


Rabbi L. Gerber, a past President of 
Torah Va'Avodah, when speaking last

that it took the Germans 17 years 
from the end of the First World War 
to cross the Rhine; “Are they to 
cross the Thames after only 15 years 
from the Second World War?” he 
asked. 

No one opposed the resolution 
directly. But several Deputies had 
some misgivings. Mr. M. W. Dome 
(United Synagogue) said that they 
should consider whether it would not 
be more prudent to give public 
opinion, which was also opposed to 
having German troops on British 
soil, “a free rein™ before they adopt 
the resolution. 

Mr. A. Super (Pontypridd) spoke 
of a “tragically difficult dilemma “—- 
how to express abhorrence of the 
German past without discouraging the 
democratic forces in Germany itself. 
Outright condemnation of Germans, 
he pointed out, might play into the 
hands of German extreme nationalists. 

The discussion was taking place 
against the background of the recent 
antisemitic outrages in Germany and 
the White Paper which the Federal 


Government had subsequently pub- 
lished. The President of the Board 
called the White Book “an attempt! 


to whitewash, and this view was 
endorsed -by ‘other Deputies. 

Mr H. DtamMonp (Ajex) Said that 
they could not accept the “ hechsher ~ 
which the Israeli Prime Minister had 
given to the CGerman Federal Chan- 
cellor so long as Dr. Adenauer con- 
tinued to surround himself with 
notorious ex-Nazis..

FEDERATION LEADERS 
ACCUSED 


Splitting the Community, says Mr. Montagy

The Honorary Officers of the 
United Synagogue “may have to 
bring far-reaching proposals belore 
the Council at an carly date” as a 
result of the decision by the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues to set up its own 
shechita machinery, said the President 
of the United Synagogue, the Hon 
Ewen Montagu, Q.C., on Monday, at 
a meeting of the Council at Woburn 
House, W.C, 

Mr. Montagu stated that, unless it 
had been. all along, the intention of 
Mr. M. Lederman, President of the 
Federation, and his colleagues, that 
the Rabbi they nominated should act 
counter to the authority of the Chief 
Rabbi, or flout that authority, there 
had been no reason for them to 
refuse the formula regarding repre- 
sentation on the London Board for 
Shechita.. His only concervable pur- 


poses were either delibe: itely to 
olit the community or to try to 
denigrate the Chief Rabbi's 
authority.

Secretaries’ Salaries 


This important matter was but one 
of four major issues before the 
Council, affecting the welfare and 
stability of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. The second was the question 
of salaries for synagogue secretaries 
and of their working conditions. The 
Council decided, upon the recommen- 
dation of a special committee of 
inquiry, to raise the salaries of all 


full-time secretaries, at group one 
synagogues by £100 a year, and at 
group two synagogues by £75 per 
annum, Salary scales are to be 
abolished. This means that group 
one secretarics will start at £850 a 
year ‘and rise to £900 after twelve 
months, and group two secretaries 
will recerve £750’ for twelve months 


rising to £800. 

The third matter was the Council's 
agreement that there should be auto- 
matic transfer of burial and funeral 
rights between the United Synagogue 
and provincial organisations. 

The fourth major issue—one which 
produced a heated debate and a 
lengthy one—was whether St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue should be relieved 
of the increase in the religious educa- 
tion rate, for which it had made 
itself liable by raising seat-rentals. 
The Council, voting 82-65, defeated an 
Executive resolution that the 
synagogue be granted such relicf 

It was in his opening remarks that 
Mr.. Montagu attacked the Federation 
of Synagogues for its current. pro 
posals to set up it own Board of 
Shechita. He described the move as 
retrograde and “ deplorable. 

Ihe Federation had repeatedly 
stated that they had no desire :to 
appoint someone of whom the Chief 
Rabbi did not approve, but they had 
always rejected a formula which 
provided for his approval, 

The -formula accepted by the 
Executive of the Shechita Board and 
approved by the parent bodies. 
would, without doubt have been 
accepted by the Board at its next 
meeting. “It was holding the door 
wide open for the Federation to have 
all that they wish without detracting 
from the supreme authority of the 
Chief Rabbi, but they have chosen 
to withdraw the services of their 
Rabbanim from the Shechita Board. 
and, as the community is aware from 
the columns of the Press, have passed 
either unanimously, or with some 
people voting against it (that scems 
obscure) a resolution to set up their 
own Shechita Board,” he concluded. 


St. John’s Wood Dispute

BY OUR DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT 


Mr. Ben-Gurion 
have impressed upon 
millan, as he previously did on 
President Eisenhower and Mr. 
Herter, his view that the time has 
now come to recognise that the 
Soviet Union's penetration of the 
Middie East is a fact which must be 
officially recognised.

Law on Race Hatred

BONN 

An agreement on the projected Ger- 
man law against the incitement of 
racial, religious, and national. hatred 
has been reached by the legal com- 
mittee of the Federal Parliament. 

The original draft, which had met 
considerable criticism because it was 
considered a special law to protect 
the Jewish community, has been 
amended. 

A spokesman of the committee 
explained the new draft would not 
give any special protection to any 
minority but provided punishment 
for all attacks on the dignity of man 
and his fundamental rights. 

The new draft reads: “Who ever 
violates’the dignity of man by inciting 
hatred against parts of the population 
asking for use of force or acts of 


terror against them, or insulting or 


defaming them in a way calculated to 
disturb public peace, will be punished 
with imprisonment of not less than 
three months and may be fined in 
addition.” 

At Munich, Karl Meissner. Chair- 
man of the neo-Nazi German Bloc. 
and: Viktor Risse. a local journalist, 
were given a suspended sentence of 
six months and fined 500 marks 
each (about £42) for insulting former 
concentration camp inmates. 

In an article published in a neo- 
Nazi periodical in 1958. the two men 
had accused prominent political 
prisoners in Nazi camps of maltreat- 
ing other prisoners, and co-operating 
with Nazi officers.

A new. Jewish community and 
assembly hall has been opened in 
East Berlin to serve-as a centre of 
communal, religious, cultural 
activities. It has been rebuilt on the 
site of the former twin-domed syna- 
gogue in Berlin, regarded as the 
biggest in Europe because it could 
accommodate 4,000 worshippers. 

The synagogue was largely des- 
troyed during the “Crystal Night” 
of 1938, and the part left standing 
was later used by the SS. and 
Gestapo for the interrogation. and 
torture of Jews. The hall has now 
been restored by a special grant from 
the East Berlin Municipal Govern- 
ment. 


MAUTHAUSEN CAMP 
BURIALS 


Two thousand eight hundred vic- 
tums of the Nazis, whose corpses had 
lain some years in the cellars of the 
former Mauthausen Camp and had 
been exhumed by a French mission. 
have now been buried in a special 
cemetery in the Mauthausen Camp, 
the Agudist Executive were informed 
by the French Ambassador in 
London. 

This action was taken in accordance 
with the decision of the Moetzet 
Gedola Hatorah (World Rabbinical 
Council) in Jerusalem. 

The expense of the reinterment was 
met by the French Government, and 
the new Mauthausen cemetery has 
been placed under the care of the 
Austrian Government as “an historic 
monument.” 

The World Rabbinical Council had 
decided that, in accordance with Jew- 
ish law, the martyrs must be buried 
within the camp where they had 
fallen victims to Nazi brutality and 
that no further exhumations would 
be permitted.

lt would be nile to pretend that 
cescusuions are not going on in Jewish 
homes in South Africa about the 
future of the white community in this 
country which the Jewish section 


is a part. There are two main white 
groups: Afrikaners (2,000,000) and 
South Africans of British origin 


11.000,000). Then there is the small, 


but culturally and financially signi- 
ficant, Jewish group of 109,000. and 
considerably lesser groups of Greeks. 
Portuguese, Lebanese, and recent 
immigrants, mainly from Holland and 
Germany. The African. population 
totals 10,000,000, Coloureds 1,500,000, 
and Asiatics 450,000. Truly a multi- 
racial gocicty. 

In a continent full of “the winds 
of change (Mr. Macmuilan’s phrase 
has been echoing in both the English 
and Afrikaans papers here for over 
five weeks now) how ‘is the South 
African Jewish community reacting 
to the “precursor of fierce events 
How does it view the rise of the 
black man swept out of his primitive 
straw-hut life into our ereat citics— 
and now with the new appetites of his 
environment? Do the Jews differ 
from the two main white groups in 
their response to the political and 
social pressures of the black man ? 

if the newspapers of the white 
groups are scanned for the answer. 
the following deductions could safely 
be made : 

Ihe Afrikaner people (who wield 

litical power) are deeply agitated. 

he “English” are restive, but show 
Signs of possessing the capacity for 
adjustment which is an attribute. of 
the parent face. Ihe -Jew is the least 


agitated Ihe South African Jewish 
Press for the most part ignores the 
race drama of the African continent 


and of the country in which it lives. 
It offers no reflection of the pre- 
Vailing spirit of agitation. concern, 
and dismay. Is this outward calm a 
true reflection of what is felt inwardly 
by the Jews of South Afric: ’ 


Two Answers 


There are two answers. The first 
is that the English section in South 


Africa still has strong memories of 
the days when it was the ascendant 
political force, and it contains ele- 


ments which still nourish the hope of 
at least a partial returp to powe! 
The Afrikaners wield political power 


and shudder to contemplatc _ their 
future without it. Their history per- 
suades them to believe that group 
survival is impossible without 


political power. 

The Jews have no strong feeling of 
something slipping out of their hands. 
They are accusiomed to minority 
Status and have never tasted political 
power. 

In this sense, then, the Press of the 
three white groups as an index to 
their “ degrees of agitation™ need not 
be rejected, although in the case of 
the Jews it can be misleading. 

There is another reason for the 
calm of the Jewish Press. The 
doctrine of the S.A. Jewish Board of 
Deputies—to which the Jewish Press 
and the vast majority of South 
African Jews subscribe-—is that the 
Jew, as Jew, that is to say the Jew in 
community. should be silent on 
South African party politics. (The 

sition is no different in Britain: 
ews as Jews do nol concern them- 
selves with the party struggle there.) 
South African party politics are not 
the affair of the Jewish community as 
such, nor the affair of Jewish institu- 
tions, except, of course. when they 
trail antisemitism of anti-Jewish boy- 
cotts or the like. 

Bui (says the Board of Deputies) 


the Jew as a South African citizen. 
as a member of a political party, bas 
full freedom to speak and should 
exercise that freedom. And, in fact. 
as a South African citizen he does. 
Jews aré to be found in the United 


Party, Progressive Party, National 
Party. the Basson movement, and 
also among sympathisers with the 
blacks. 


There have been criticisms of this 


“line.” 
that it would be beyond reproach, if 


One, the gist of which is 


the African continent of 200,000,000 
blacks were not in a state of revolu- 
tion. But it ts. A_ great power 
struggle is going on. particularly in 
Southern Africa. It promises to 
become sharper. Willy-nilly we Jews 
are mvolved. 

Whether, in these circumstances, we 
should pretend in our Press that what 


is going on is not going on is a 
question with which members of the 
community have long wrestied. Is 


this silence fair to the Jewish com- 
munity 

In a country of ferment, the Jewish 
community as a community with 
great experience in the art of group 
survival—the central problem of our 
multi-racial society in South Atrica— 
has reduced itself to a nullity. 

One question presents itself: Have 
we Jews, aS a community, really 
nothing to say to our. tormented 
fellow-whites, nothing to teach, on 
the issue of group survival? And 
another question to ask is this: what 
is taking place in the lives of South 
African Jews and what institutional 
changes are taking place which would 
give us hints how the community is 
trying to answer the problem of its 
future 


“Insurance Policies 


A fair summing-up, | would say, 
is that South African Jewry 1s not 
thinking of quitting but that it is 
taking Out insurance ‘policies. 

These are : (1) Keen interest in, and 
generous support of, Isracl.

Many people 
do not believe in the reality of thoes 
future black homelands. 

We feel that the Afrikaner’s 300- 
year history has not been long 
enough to teach him, as history and 
experience has taught us, that group 
survival does not depend on political 

ower and its retention by hook or 

y crook. Therefore our hearts 
could never. be in any. black-white 
war. We could not fight the black 
man for wanting respect of personal- 
ity~-which is what we ourselves have 
fought for.

CORRESPONDENCE pouring 
into this office--of which only a 
small balanced selection has becn 
published-—refiects the wide inter- 
est and. indeed, disquiet in the 
community regarding the conver- 
sion policy of the London Beth 
Din (Court of the Cimef Rabbi) 


In the earlier comments in these 
columns the Beth Din was not 
criticised for carrying out its clear 
duty to administer Jewish Law. But, 
as a learned writer pomts out in 
an article in this issue, there is a 
wide discretion m applying the 
Law. and it has not been contra- 
dicted that the Chief Rabbi's Court 
acts in these matters infinitely more 
restrictively than responsible Bate: 
Din in Isracil, in European com- 
munities, and in Domimon com- 
munities, not mention — the 
gréaicst Jewish community in the 
world, the Unried States. 


Nor has any opinion been 
expressed here in favour of inter- 
marriage. Nobody concerned with 
the fulure of the great Faith of 
which we are the custodians can 
view without distress the inroads of 
intermarriage, for Judaism cannot 
survive without a Jewish people 
devoted to is ancestral . tradition. 
But if. as has been argued, the 
present policy of the Beth Din ts 
designed to prevent intermarriage. 
then 1 has demonstrably failed, and 
will continue to do so. All available 
evudence points to the fact ‘that 
refusal by the Chief Rabbi's Court 
to admit converts has not the 
slightest eflect upon intermarriage 
the coupies will cither go to Reform 
or Liberal Synagogues, or’ marry at 
a Register Office. One certain 
result rs that they and their chil- 
dren. are lost to the Orthodox 
community. 


What has clearly emerged from 
the extensive debate of the past 
months is that there can be no 
justification for the disdainful atti- 
tude adopted by the Beth Din in 
reiusing to explain jts policies to 
the community. Unlike British 
Courts, to which it has been com- 
pared by some correspondents, it 
gives no reasons for ifs decisions 
nor does there exist a Court of 
Appeal. The Beth Din should fee! 
the necessity to assure Jewish 
public opimon that it discharges 
its responsibilities justly and 
humanely, and it is, — therefore, 
deplorable that it should still main- 
tain a lofty and studied silence. 
Moreover, the authenticated com- 
plaints of rudeness, unnecessary 
delays, and harshness of manner. 
are too numerous to be isolated 
examples. They suggest an urgent 
meed for an investigation by the 
lay administrative body responsible 
for the Beth Din. 


But the root of the matter has 
been the standards of observance 
which the Beth Din requires. kt is 
not disputed that prospective con- 
verts should be required to give 
assurances of sincerity and obser- 
vance, and some undertakings, too, 
should be expected from the Jewish 
partner. But the siandards required 
should not be so extreme as to 
make the conversion virtually 
impossible to an honest applicant, 
thus putting a premium on dis- 
honesty and readiness to promise 
anything. Careful and courteous 
consideration should be given to 


each case on: its merits. There 
should be specified courses of 
study and regularly defined 


methods of procedure. A particu- 
lar hardship exists in the case of 
children of mixed marriages who 
have been brought up to consider 
themselves as Jews and later suffer 
the shock of learning that they are 
not so regarded by the Beth Din. 
It ought to be possible for a more 
flexible approach to these cases to 
be ‘substituted for the present pro- 
cedure of considering them as 
compietely new applicants for 
conversion. 

These problems will become more 
nd not less acute as time goes on, 
and the community should under- 
stand where the present policy is 
leading. Because of the attitude of 
the Beth Din, many converts go to 
Reform and Liberal Synagogues, 


but their children are not accepted 


by the Orthodox authorities, with 
such appalling results as the recent 
incident at Luton when a Liberal 
Jewish girl, on the advice of the 
Beth Din, was expelled from a 
ewish Youth Club. In another 
district a minister has urged upon 
his congregation that in order to 
preserve the Jewish race [sic] no 
member of the United Synagogue 
should ever have even social rela- 
tions with a member of any Reform 
or Liberal Jewish family. Thus, 
we are being led into a situation 
where the community may be 
divided into hostile camps, and 
communal integrity destroyed. 


ISRAEL AND THE 
WEST 

THOUGH a final summing up of 
what Mr. Ben-Gurion achieved in 
his recent talks in London and 
Washington will have to take into 
account their effective results dur- 
ing the months to come, there 1s 
every cause [0f an optimistic 
interim assessment. These visits 
were prompted in part by anxiety 
that the Western Powers might be 
willing to jettison their obligations 
to Israel in their cagerness to find 
a frictionless modus vivendi with 
the Communist bloc. Mr. Ben- 
Gjurions hosts have. done every- 
thing in their power to set his mind 
at rest 

The Western leaders have shown 
that they understand Israc|'s prob- 
lems and viewpoint, and that they 
regard Israel as a permanent, legi- 
timate, and even stabilising factor 
in the Middle East, not an expend- 
able pawn as Israelis sometimes 
feared. In this respect, Britain's 
reiteration that. the Tripartite 


Declaration. of 1950 still holds 
good has new significance. 
In 1950 the three Western 


Powers, in declaring their intention 
to prevent a Middle-Eastern arms 
race, asserted their determination 
to study all requests for arms by 
Middle Eastern States in the light 
of the need to maintam a proper 
balance. They have now made it 
clear that where Soviet arms 
deliveries to the U.A.R.. threaten 
this balance, they will meet Israeli 
requests. 

It is to be hoped that in the 
long run a firm stand on this issue 
may lead to tacit Soviet agreement 
at least not to aggravate the arms 
race. Naturally, any effective 
Middle Eastern settlement is con- 
tingent on continued improvement 
in East-West relations in general. 
But. even if this ts not achieved, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s visit will not have 
been In vain, inasmuch as it has 
led to deeper understanding here of 
Israel's problems. 

In the light of the sympathetic 
and realistic attitude shown by 
H.M. Government, the hostile atti- 
tude taken by sections of the 
Opposition have, fortunately, only 
a limited capacity for harm. The 
argument that the sale of arms to 
Israel aggravates the Middle- 
Eastern arms race has long since 
been discredited ; Western hesitancy 
to supply Israel with the means of 
seli-defence merely encouraged 
the inflow of Soviet arms to Egypt 
with the prospect of achieving over- 
whelming superiority. It would 
scem Most untimely, therefore, for 
Mr. Dingle, Foot, M.P.. among 
others, to take up this refrain at 
every opportunity, 

Furthermore. Mr. Foot's request 
that the Prime Minister state “ the 
purpose of his invitation to Mr. 
Ben-Gurion to visit this country ” 
is based on obviously false 
premises. Whether malicious, or 
merely unusually ill-informed, Mr. 
Foot’s intervention, and similar 
siatements by other of his col- 
leagues, is particularly regrettable 
now that the present Government 
has shown itself well able to recog- 
nise and remedy former weaknesses 
in its Middle-Eastern policies, and 
to contribute to a stabilisation of 
the political situation in the area. 
These matters are too vital to be 
turned to partisan ends. 


TRAGEDY IN 8S. AFRICA 
THE tragic events in South Africa 

this week have evoked widespread 

horror throughout the free world. 


Most responsible foreign observers - 


have scrupulously avoided _ any 
comment which might be inter- 
preted as interference in South 
African internal affairs. par- 
ticular Jewish community 
whether here or, indeed, in South 


Africa, has a single “ Jewish” view- 
point on South African politics any 
more than it has on politics in 
general, as an article elsewhere in 
this issue amply demonstrates. 
South Africa has vexed social and 
national problems to solve, and it 


would be irresponsible for outsiders 


‘to allempt to pass collective judg- 


ment. But where these policies lead 
to acts of racial discrimination 
fortified by legislation and finally 
result in violence and sudden death 

whatever the exact chain ol 
causation—then they stand con- 
demned on mora! grounds. The 
desire to pieserve Western civilisa- 
tion in South Africa cannot take 
precedence over the tdeals ol 
tolerance and the dignity of man 
which form the very basis of this 
civilisation. The bloodshed of the 
past week will not have been in 
vain if it stirs the conscience of the 
rulers of South Africa to a reaiisa- 
tion that their present road cannot 
lead to the social and ractal har- 
mony upon which a secure future 
must be based 
THE NEW GERMANY 

In recent months the Federa! 
German authorities have. given 
many further signs of their desire 
to atone tor Germany § past crimes 
agamst the Jews and to ensure that 
there will be backshiding 
Chancellor Adenauers meeting 
with Mr. Ben-Gurion and = his 
promise of further si stantial 
economic aid to Israel on. the 
material plane are matched by Pre- 
sident Luebkes appeal to Jews to 
place their trust in German demo- 
cracy and “sincere German eflorts 
at unrestricted co-operation.” But 
gratifying as these developments 
are, they. should not. be allowed to 
obscure other aspects of the prob- 
lem which are less satisfactory. In 
view of the numbers of unpunished 
and unrepentant Nazt war criminals

still. being ferreted out, the pro- 
vision which would bar after May, 
1960, all further prosécutions for 
a wide range of War-crimes appears 
unjustifiably premature. The 
Federal Minister of Justice has just 
rejected a move to postpone imple- 
mentation of the measure for 
another five years, with unconvinc- 
ing arguments. It is to be hoped 
that the Federal Authorities may 
yet reconsider their decision. The 
Federal Attorney-General recently 
declared that accusations against 
members of the judiciary of former 
Nazi activity or compliance should 
be carefully examined ; if necessary 

he suggested——neutral jurists from 
abroad should be consulted on indi- 
vidual cases.

Sik,—-Your correspondent. Herr 
Potschke, suggests on page 33 of your 
issue of March 18 that Dr. Hilde 
Beajamin, the present “ Minister of 
Justice ~ in the administration of the 
soviet Zone of Germany, was a 
Jewess. This is untrue. 

She was married to a Jewish doctor. 
who perished as.a. victim of Nazi 
persecution. bin she herself is not 
Jewish in any sense of the word. It is 
of some importance to point this fact 
out. Before becoming Minister of 
Justice she was the Presiding Judge 
in a number of infamous show trials 
of the well-known Stalinist The 
reputation she gained in the course 
of these trials is such that the Jewish 
people have every reason to prevent 
the erroneous idea from spreading that 
she is a Jewess, 

1 do not suggest in any way that 
there is any discrimination against 
Jews aS such in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany. But it may be thought 
significant that Eastern Germany has 
so far not contributed a single penny 
to the reparations to Israel or to 
the indemnification or restitution to 
Jewish victims not living within 
Eastern Germany, nor has anybody 
ever heard any one of the three 
allegedly Jewish “citizens” who are 
“holders of high office” advocating 
such indemnification and restitution in 
public. or identifying themselves in 
amy other way actively with Jewry. 
Phe record of the Eastern German 
Government may well be thought by 
many observers to be such that it 
resounds to the credit of Jewry that 
no Jew has been associa‘ed with it 
in any major position.

But when the 
application ts made for the purpose 
of marriage, grave doubt ts cast 
on the sincerity of the applicant's 
motives, and the Talmud therefore 
asserts the guiding principle that 
“One shall not accept converts 
for the sake of love, a man for 
the sake of a woman, a woman’ lor 
the sake of a man.” 


Rabbis’ Diseretion 


in spite ol this lalmudic 
declaration, however, the rabbis 
permitted themselves some  discre- 
tion so that in practice a prosciyte 
for reasons of marriage could. still 
be accepted and recognised, onee 
such an applicant § satished the 
rabbis that he intended to dedt- 
cate a Tull Jewish 

The Law does not prescribe any 
actual tests of the applicant's sin- 
cerity, ‘but at the outset it. does 
Upon ihe ecclesiastical 
authorities. the responsibility: to 
determination ot the 
upplicant to accept Judaism in tts 
entirety, that is, to obsérve Judaism 
with all its laws. Anything short 
of that, depending on the serious- 
ness of the omission, could dis- 
qualify the applicant from 
admission to Judaism. 

Since the converts commitment 
to Judaism is to transform his or 
her entire life it is reasonable that 
in cases of anticipated marriage the 
authorities would also attach con- 
siderable importance to the rell- 
gious convictions and behaviour of 
the Jewish partner. Having been 


ihe 


accepted as a convert, the proselyte 


then undergoes the initiafory rites 
prescribed by the Law, which are 
clrcumetsion. and. ritual ablution 
(tevilah) for a male, and ritual 
ablution for a female. After this 


the proselyte is to be considered 


new-born into faith and 
peoplehood of the Jews. Both 
these initiatory rites. are clearly 
mandatory, and without them there 
cannot be a legally recognised 
conversion. 

The principles on which the Law 
was codified were more or less 
linalised by the middle of the 
second century, and have remained 
at the basis of the rabbinic attitude 
ever since.

Outspoken Teachers 


By the fourth century the Roman 
restricuuons against proselytes had 
drastically. altered the whole situa- 
tion. Under Christan Rome 
apostacy from Christianity was 
declared a crime and a proselytising 
Jew was puntshed with death. In 
these circumstances it is not at all 
surprising that proselytising activity 
reached . its lowest ebb. But in 
Babylon during the same _ period, 
and where Jews lived at peace, 
proselytising remained constant, 
and we read of entire villages which 
turned to Rabba b. Aboah seeking 
entry itmto Judaism. Here, too, 
they found other great teachers, 
such as Rabba and R. Ashi, who 
were outspoken advocates of prose- 
lytism. 


When we look at later periods. 


we find that in spite of unfavour- 
able circumstances  proselytising 
activiiv continued, sometimes 
on a fairly large scale. In the 
Middle Ages entire Arab. tribes 
converted to Judaism, and the case 
of the eighth-century tribe of the 
Chazars by the banks of the Volga 
is well known.

Historic Legacy 


To the extent that this 1s 
true the Jew longer feels 
impelled to “ save the soul” of the 
non-Jew But much nore to the 
point is the fact that our: present 
attitude is an unlortunate jegacy 
of certain historical circumstances 
in dark ages which made it highly 
dangerous for the Jew to spread 
a knowledge of Judaism to the non- 
Jewish communities among whom 
he lived as a fearful and insecure 
minority, 

This is the view of many emi- 
nent scholars, and has been well 
put by Jacob S. Ratsin, who spent 
a lifetime of research on this 
question. His claim is that “far 
from miser-like, holding on to their 
spirttual treasure, the Jews grasped 
every opportunity to impart it to 
Others. . . . That after the rise of 
Christianity and Mohammedanism 
their eflorts at conversion gradually 
diminished is no more evidence 
that Judaism is not a mrssionary 
religion than that Christianity and 
Mohammedanism are opposed to 
proselytism because they no longer 
proselytise in Bolshevik Russia or 
in Nazified Germany. .. . Certainly, 
if the wish ts father to the thought, 
the Jews were .the most missionary- 


‘minded people in history.” 


This statement has ‘important 
implications for the new State of 
Israel, and jt may well be that 
the next significant chapter dealing 
with this question will be written 
there. Meanwhile, however, it is 
stl necessary for us to remember 
that Judaism in the the Diaspora 
has not closed and cannot close its 
doors to proselytes. Providing only 
that applicants come to commit 
themselves. in all sincerity to a full 
Jewish life,.then they must be wel- 
comed and brought within the fold 
of Judaism and the Jewish people.

tion of reparations in 1962 ; and as 
such to be welcomed. Mr: Beigin’s

Ties Strengthened 


But these are the usual politically 
sectarian expressions of opinion 
where Israeli-German relations are 
concerned.

Even the German Jews—perhaps 
especially the German Jews—in 
Israel, for the most part endorse 
Mr. Ben-Ciurion’s attitude. Oddly 
enough, many’ German Jews who 
succeeded in getting to Palestine 
during the late ‘thirties, have never 
really lost their Acimat tecling. Most 
of the ‘sntellectuals. among them 
think as highly of Germany (in its 
non-Hitler, non-hysterical chafac- 
ier) as any good German does. They 
feel that they belong essentially to 
the culture of Goethe : and on more 
than one evening. even before the 
foundation of the State of Israel, | 
have attended almost clandestine 
gramophone performances of 
Waener in German-Jewish houses 
of Jerusalem and Tel Aviv--and at 
a time when itt was danecrous to 
speak the German language in 
sireet or café or other publi place. 

Now, although Wagner is stil] not 
publicly performed, anyone who 
has a gramophone can play him to 
his heart's content. As for talking 
German, as hkely as not the Ger- 
man-speaking group getting out of 
a car to look at a communal! settie- 
men: will include some high official 
of the Bundestag, or one of the 
leaders of the Social Democratic 
Party, on a visit from Bonn. And 
there will be no one to say “ Boo!” 

Vivid Memories . 

lt is not, | think, that detestation 
of Germany, or cather of what the 
Germans did, has turned into a 
warm regard for Germany. 
Memory is still vivid and certain 
means of keeping it vivid are being 
preserved. The other day President 
Ben-Zvi. suggested that _ the 
memorial prayer for Jewish victims 
of the holocaust should be amended 
and that the expression “ German 
murderers ~ should be changed to 
Nazi murderers.” But the Rabbi- 
nate seems to have been 
unimpressed, and there has been 
no public move in support of the 
President's tolerance. 

When ali is said and done, how- 
ever, it seems to me that if the 
Israeli has a More generous attitude 
ig. the Germans than has the Jew 
of the Diaspora the main reason 1s 
not reparations or any such factor. 
It is rather. in my view, fhe psy- 
chological consequence of Israch 
Statehood, of Jewish citizenship as 
such, of goverament of Jews by 
Jews. The young Israeli, especially. 
cannot easily or angrily look back 
upon the past. He. is too busy 
looking forward, from a vantage- 
point of which he ts mordinately 


proud, to a future thaf will be the. 


decisive answer tO. antisemitism. 
And if that future can be more 
easily reached with the help of a 
long-term loan from Germany, then 
by all means let Mr. Ben-Gurion 
do anything within reason to ensure 
that long-term loan.

This, | would 
Suggest, is that no legal system, how- 
ever good in form, is proof against 
sabotage.. Need ] tell Mr. Daiches 
that there have been bad: judges and 
bad judgments in Great Britain at a 
much later period than those early 
days of ours with which he compares 
the modern Russian system ? Russian 
justice is all right, only it isn’t always 
allowed to work. 

Nor .is he right, | think, in his 
analysis of fundamentals. When one 
says of the Continent that there the 
prisoner is guilty until proved inno- 
cent, whereas in Britain he is innocent 
until proved guilty, one misses the 
reality of trials there and here. In 
both the burden of proof is on 
the prosecution. The difference is in 
the weight of the burden. There the 
prisoner is found guilty on balance 
of probabilities (as we decide our 
civil issues). Here the prisonér is 
only found guilty if the evidence 
proves guilt beyond reasonable doubt. 
That difference is very important. 
But a practising lawyer such as Mr. 
Daiches is should net be guilty of 
exaggerating even this. 


Beylis Case 


One more point, if I may. Mr. 
Daiches is a Jew from a fine Jewish 
family. Yet, with the exception of 
a reference to the Beylis case, he 
makes no mention of Jews in Russia. 
Admittedly his book is for the general 
public. Yet. | am left wondering. 
Did he speak with Jews, as | did 
when | was there? I feel that had 
he done su he would have been able 
to tell us more. Not least of interest. 
1 found many Jews in the legal profes- 
sion in Moscow. And they were there 
in Tsarist times. Was it not a Jew 
from Kiev who said to the Court in 
the Beylis case : “They say this Jew 
had a desire for the blood of Chris- 
tians. All they are proving is that 
some Christians have a great thirst 


for Jewish blood.” Beylis was 
acquitted. It is of interest that the 
thought was not applied by the 


defence, such as it was. for Zinovieff 
and his unorthodox Jewish fellow- 
victims, or for the Jewish doctors a 
generation. later.

GOLF CLUBS AND JEWS-2 


HE ban on Jews that once 
Operated in the Finchley 
Golf Club was lifted about 
two and a half years ago, after 
Councillor Frank Davis (a Liberal 
member of the Finchley Borough 
Council) had ‘investigated com- 
plaints from rejected applicants 
and raised the matter at a public 


meeting of the Council. Even so, 
in the investigation conflicting 


evidence has come to light here. 
Although a Jewish member of 
Finchley says that there is no longer 
any discrimination at this club. which 
now has about twenty Jewish mem- 
e's, a recently unsuccessful applicant 
‘leges that non-Jewish members have 
deen instructed not to propose Jews. 


A Duke's View 
Happily, tolerance does not always 
have to be forced. A heart-warming 
Story comes from the Goodwood Golf 
Ciub, where Mr. Frank. Shackman. 
following an unfortunate experience 
at North Middlesex, applied to 
become a country member. When he 
told the officials that he was a Jew 
they replied : “ This course is on the 
Property of the Duke of. Richmond 
and Gordon, and if he thought any 
kind of facial 
being practised here he would close 
it down.” 

Of the clubs which do exercise a 
ban against Jews, some (if not all) 
have a minute number of Jewish 
members, though these are mainly of 
very long standing. General opinion 
seems to be that these members are 
retained as “evidence” of tolerance. 

What are the official reasons given 
for discrimination against Jews in golf 
clubs One. of the main excuses put 
forward in support of the “ quota” 
‘system is the theory (mentioned. last 
week) that the admission of an 
“nimited number of Jews might lead 
- the gradual change of a non-Jewish 
ae an entirely Jewish one. This 
nea ieee also put forward by the 
renee secretary of the 100 per 
cwish Potters Bar Golf Club, 

explained that the quota system 


discrimination was 


probably derived from the fear that 
the Jews might “gain control” of 
the clubs. One or two Jews, inci- 


dentally, sympathised with this. view- 
point, pointing out that many public 
schools exercised a similar system for 
the same reason. 

On the other hand, a Potters Bar 
member pointed out that there were 
simply not enough golf-playing Jews 
in the Metropolis to lend any weight 
to this -theory. Potters Bar had 
become all-Jewish, he said, because 
Jews who had been refused admission 
wo non-Jewish clubs had come 
together there. But as there were 
some 70 golf clubs in London and 
the Home Counties. even if the quota 
svstem was relaxed it would. be 
impossible for all these clubs to 
become predominantly Jewish 

Other reasons given for non- 
admission of Jews were “a different 
outlook on life and different methods 
of running their clubs”; unsatisfac- 
tory behaviour on the golf course; 
and a failure to patronise the bar 
This last reason has been put forward 
by a number of people—Jews as well 
as non-Jews. The Potters Bar Secre- 
tarv said that whereas most non- 
Jewish clubs made substantial profits 
on their bars, his cwn club had to 
subsidise its bar, because it was run- 
ning at a loss. That was why the 
subscriptions of Jewish golf clubs 
were higher than elsewhere. 


Bar Revenue 


Mr. J. B. Rubens, Acting President 
of the Association of Jewish Golf 
Clubs and Societies, said that non- 
Jewish golf clubs derived as much as 
§0 per cent of their revenue from the 
bar. If those in predominantly Jewish 
areas were to relax their ban they 
would become “swamped” with 
Jews. and the subscriptions would 
rise to meet the costs incurred by 
non-drinking clement.” 

The “unsatisfactory behaviour” 
allegation was demolished by Bill 
Shankland, the non-Jewish profes- 
sional coach at Potters Bar, who said 
that his travels throughout numerous 
golf clubs had left him of the opimon 
that Jews were keener members than 
non-Jews, and that they knew more 
about golfing etiquette. “The Jews 
could run most of these ¢lubs better 


on the whole, very apathetic. . M 
Shankland said, adding that dis- 
crimination Was stronger in London 


clubs than in any othe! part ol the 
country 
As for “different methods of run 


ning the clubs it is true.that Jewish 
clubs, such as Potters Bar and Harts- 
bourne (95 per cent Jewish member- 
ship) are run on business lines, and 
good deal of money for 
charity—a course which is apparentl, 
not followed in non-Jewish clubs 
The Ilford and Essex Jewish 
Golfers Association tformed last 
September. 75 members) has helped 
heht discrimination by making frends 
with the opposition. The Associa 


raise 


tion hires golf courses from. non- 
Jewish clubs, and its exemplary 
behaviour on these courses has 
apparently influenced their owners 


favourably, since one or two members 
of the Association have recently been 
accepted by clubs which formerly 
refused to admit Jews. 


Hartsbourne Waiting List

bourne. and Coombe Hill I hese 
clubs were not originally formed -as 


Jewish clubs. The first-named was 
founded, in the 1920s, on an equal 
Jewish-Gentile basis, but since -too 
few non-Jews joined that ruling was 
relaxed, and within a few vears the 
clubs had become 100 per cent Jewish. 
Haritsbourne was not formed as a 
specifically Jewish club. though its 
founders were Jewish. Coombe Hill, 
which was originally a non-Jewish 
club, was taken over in 1946 by a 
group of Jews who had been refused 
admission to non-Jewish clubs 

It is interesting to note that Harts- 
bourne now has a waiting-list of its 
own. Bill Shankland, incidentally. 
tokd us that a number of golf. clubs 
in London were genuinely full, and 
were tefusing membership to all, 
regardless of religion. 

How far do these Jewish golf clubs 
practise tolerance towards non-Jewish 
applicants ?* All three say that they 
practise no kind of discrimination. 
Coombe Hill hes a 25 per cent non- 
Jewish membership—a larger propor- 
tion now than in 1946. At Harts- 
bourne it is 5 per cent and there is 
a non-Jew on the committee. Potters 
Bar has at present no non-Jewish full 
members : “Never have we refused 
any applicant, Jew or non-Jew.” Mr. 
Sidney Shaw. the Captain, said. “If 


a non-Jew were to apply we should 
point out that this was a Jewish club.

She Built 
Seven Houses 
Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Delegates attend ne a conference in 
thei: fficial generally 
mere mouthpieces of the organisations 
they represent. But those who came 
from the Continent to attend the 
European Conferences of Youth 
Aliyah in London included some who 
were remarkable personalities in their 
own right. One had only to speak to 
some of them to realise how human 
a story can sometimes lurk behind a 
sheaf of notes and a _ conference 
folder. 

Of the three delegates from Sweden 
the most outstanding is not herself a 
member of Youth Aliyah, though she 
has done some phenomenal work on 
behalf of that organisation. She 1s 
Miss Selma Arnheim, a fifth-genera- 
tion Swede, white-haired, and deeply 
involved in social work for nearly half 
a century. 

it is among the non-Jews in Sweden 
that Miss Arnheim conducts her 
massive Youth Aliyah fund-raising 
campaign. Six years ago she formed 
a voluntary committee by calling an 
extensive Press conference, sending 
out thousands of letters, and address- 
ing meetings in churches throughout 
Sweden. Since then her efforts have 
succeeded in raising 1,000,000 crowns 
(about £80,000). Today seven Youth 
Aliyah houses, all in different parts of 
Israel, stand as living testimony to 
her ingenuity and energy. 

Today, though not very strong, 
Miss Arnheim still addresses church 
meetings, and is even now planning 
to flood Sweden with more letters. 
“My engagements ny. she told 
me nonchalantly, “is full right up ull 
April.” 

I looked at this busy pioneer, now 
no longer young, and ventured the 
suggestion that this work left her with

Captain Herman Roskin/ 

Captain Roskin. who was in his 
78th year, was born in Tredegar, 
writes our Cardiff correspondent. He 
was cducated at Cardiff University 
College. where he gained the BSc. 
degree. and then at Oxford, where he 
gained the degree of M.A. 

He was President of the South 
Wales and Monmouthshire Jewish 
Students’ Union. he became Warden 
and President of the Windsor Place 
Synagogue. Chairman of the Cardiff 
Jewish Board of Guardians, and 
Chairman of the Cardiff Jewish 
Defence Committee. In 1904 he was 
the Hon. Secretary of the South 
Wales and Monmouthshire Zionist 
Society and had travelled far and 
wide to preach the cause of Zion. He 
was a Vice-President of the Cardiff 
Council of Christians and Jews and 
a member of the Chief Rabbinate 
Council. As a truly Orthodox Jew, 


he was a learned Talmudist. In 1933 
he founded the Cardiff Ajex and 
became its President. 


Mr. Roskin was called to the Bar. 
at the Middle Temple in 1922, and 
took chambers in Cardiff. where he 
had a wide practice on the South 
Wales circuit. In the First World 
War he served with the Yorkshire 
Regiment (the Green Howards) in 
the North-West frontier of India: and 
attained the rank of Captain. 

After the war Capt.: Roskin played 
a promunent part in the amalgama- 
tion of the Cardiff synagogues. Before 
the outbreak of the last war he was 
appointed Legal Adviser to the Coal 
Commission at the Board of | 
London. and was later in contro! of 
Local Authorities and Public Utilitics 
Undertakings.

Theodor Herzl was appointed Paris 
correspondent of the “ Neve Freie 
Presse ” in October, 1891, and not in 
1890 (p. 1). | assume that when Lord 
Russell mentions the “Freie Presse © 
on pages | and 2 he means the “ Neue 
Freie Presse.” A “ Freie Presse” did 
not exist jn Vienna. 

The First Zionist Congress did not 
produce a national anthem (p. 9%). 
Hatikvah was accepted years later by) 
the: Jewish people without an) 
Congress decision. 

The Eighth Zionist Congress in 1907 
re-elected David Wolffsohn as Presvr- 
dent of the Zionist Orgamsation—not 
Professor Warburg (p. 24). Otto 
Warburg took over Wolffisohn's pos: 


tion four vears later at the Tenth 
Congress in 1911. Dr, Ruppin was 
not “the founder of Tel Aviv™ 
(p. 25). 


It is not Weizmann who “ deserves 
much of the credit for winning over ~ 
Sir Mark Svkes to the Zionist cause 
(p. 39) but Haham Gaster. Besides 
Weizmann was not present at the first 
meeting of Sir Mark Sykes with the 
Zionist leaders headed by Nahum 
Sokolow. 7 


Lord Russell's main source of refer- 
ence is Chaim Weizmann’s auto- 
biography “Trial and Error.” But 
after its appearance Oskar K. Rabino- 
wicz published an historical analysis 
of Weizmann’s autobiography, “ Fifty 
Years of Zionism,” jin which he 
proved the maccuracy of dozens of 
historical events described by Weiz 


mann. In fact. reviewers at that time 
suggested that a revised edition ol
